"It is necessary for gas stations 
to deal out gasoline in small one- 
coupon lots " Vose stated, “ not on 
ly to conserve the supply gener- 
ally, but as. well to fulfill the re- 
tail stations' responsibility to re- 
serve at all times. a local supply of 
gasoline for essential users as de- 
fense busses, war workers, docturs, 
public utilities, municipalities’ 
snow plowing equipment, and users 
of these sorts. Phe supplying com- 
panies under. directive, have the 
same duty: to take care of. these 
essential accounts who buy from 
them direct, before they refill Geal- 
érs' tanks. Flence, the supply com- 
panies, under directive, cannot 
come to the rescue of the retail 
dealer who has wnnecessarily cGe- 
pleted his supplies by dishing out 
gasoline in greater than one-cou- 
pon tots to passenger cars.” 

The Maine OPA head explained 
that the “spotty” condition to which 
he referred was a situation where 
one gasoline station was out of gas 
one day and another the next, with, 
some stations getting oceasional 
small supplies. 

‘Tf the two voluntary measures 
suggested today are followed by all 
of us and if we otherwise conserve 
gasoline to the ereatest possible 
extent, no one need. have concern 
aliout the outcome of the present 
crisis,” Vose declared.

The security feature which has 
been emphasized in the present war 
when the bombing of dams has 
caused such destruction, is another 
argument seized. upon by Mr. Reid. 
His specific example of this phase 
of the argument sent a shudder down 
my back when he offered as an il- 
lustration the construction of 14 ma- 
jor dams in the Potomac watershed 
which was strongly advocated re- 
cently. If this project had gone 
through, he told me, my home town 
and. the seat of our government 
would have been made “extremely 
vulnerable to air attack through 
breaching of the big damis.that would 
be immediately above Washington,” 

“The engineer’s desire,” says Mr, 
Reid solemnly, “to pour concrete in 
prodigious quantities, impound great 
areas of water behind magnificent 
monuments to engineering, dig 
ditches and’canals, bore tunnels and 
otherwise remake the landscape ot 
America, is quite irrepressible: 

However, what ‘he and _ his 
colleagues are now most concerned 
in eradicating is pollution and that, 
I think, will meet the approval of 
most people even if they won't go 
all the way with Mr. Reid concern- 
ing hydromania. 

Protection against pollution, thé 
proponents of the Mundt bill insist, 
“won't cost a thin dime’ becatse 
the money saved by eliminating the 
need of purifying polluted water will 
more than make up for it. 

Besides destruction of. aesthetic 
and property values, it is pointed 
out that pollution is a growing men- 
ace to health: The Mundt bill would 
give the states every chance ‘to clean 
up their own situations but, it is ar- 
gued,} ‘since streams flow by ,grav- 
ity without any regard for state 
boundaries pollution is logically and 
constitutionally a matter for federal 
control.’ ; 

Provisions to take care of these 
various angles are included in the 
Mundt bill. Such measurés in the 
past have been opposed by some 
communities which thought it was 
cheaper to. dump their sewage in the 
rivers, and by indiistrial plants that 
felt the same way.

dash westward across Silesia. Not 
only did the Reds threaten to. seal 
off this production center, as they 
had moved to seal off the lower Si- 
lesian area, but they also threatened 
to swing to the north and outflank 
embattled Berlin, periled by Zhu- 
kov’s armies pressing forward from 
the east. 

Meanwhile, Marshal Bernard 
Montgomery’s Canadian and 
British Tommies pressed their 
attack on the northern anchor 
of the Siegfried line in an at- 
tempt to swing behind German 
defenses and then break south 
for the Ruhr, trapping Nazi 
forces facing U. S. armies on the 
Rhineland plain from the rear. 
As Montgomery's forces headed 

for the #uhr, the Nazis opened the 
floodgates of the Urft and Schwam- 
menauel dams farther to the south, 
inundating the western banks of the 
Roer river ahd bogging the British 
2nd and U. S. 1st and 9th armies in 
their smash through the Siégfried 
liné to the Rhine. Rain added to 
the floodwaters released at the rate 
of 1,000,000 cubic feet an hour to 
slow the Allied advance, 


MEAT: 
Growing Shortage 


Because of decreased cattle and 
hog slaughter and big government 
demands, civilian meat consumption 
may drop to the lowest level since 
1935, when emergency butchering of 
stock in drouth areas and the pig’ 
reditction program forced the per 
capita supply to 116 pounds, 

Short now, meat may become 
even more scarce during the spring 
and summer, when the government, 
tunable to stock up during the winter 
months, may be compelled to go.into 
the market during the slack seasons, 
With thé normal increase in fail 
butchering, supplies could be ex: 
bécted to becotie moe plentiful 
then, 


Europe of Tomorrow 


Although details necessarily must 
be left until after the war, the gen- 
eral pattern of the Europe of tomor-.

As the outline emerged, there was 
the prospect of a Europe consisting 
of an.expanded Russia: of smaller 
countries. promised the right of pick- 
ing their own governments, and of a 
Germany emasculated to prevent the 
conduct of another war. °

militarism, the Big Three planned 
to break up both the. general staff 
and army; do away with. all wehr- 
macht equipment; eliminate or con- 
trol all Reich industry that could be 
used for war production, and wipe 
out all Nazi and Junker influence in 
the life of the state, 
“In conceding Russia’s claim. to 
eastern Poland, Messrs. Roosevelt 
and Churchill compromised with 
Premier Stalin on the question of a 
government for the recently liberat- 
ed nation, agrééing on a regime to 
include members of the present Red- 
sponsored Lublin committee and 
other Democratic elements, with a 
free election to be held Jater for 
final settlernent of the problem,

If you can bear a little reminis- 
cing I’d like to go back over ‘these 
last four months. of furlough, and 
bring you up to daté on the Prodi- 
gal Son's recent activities. 

Well, since leaving France and re- 
turning to America, I have— 

Crossed the continent three times. 
Had eight teeth filled. Spent my first 
Christmas with ‘That Girl’? since 
the war started. Mowed the lawn 
once, 

I've been photographed. 1,000 
times, and' was made: president of 
the Rio Grande Steamship and 
Navigation company. (Blubber divi- 
sion.) I've been kissed by Paulette 
Goddard, Olivia DeHaviland and 
Jinx Falkenberg all in one after- 
noon—Hallelujah! 

Six people sent me oil paintings 
they’d done from photographs. I’ve 
sat up all night three nights on 
trains, and three nights-on airplanes. 
I've said ‘no’ to at least 500. re- 
quests to. speak, and have managed 
to keep well supplied with cigarets. 


Kind. people have flooded me with 
gifts. Mayor Clyde Tingley of Al- 
buquerque opened it with a $300 
wrist watch, which so overwhelms 
me that I left it in a safety deposit 
box back home. Who would dare 
wear a $500 wrist watch? 

I've had luscious apples from 
Washington state, pecans from. Mis- 
sissippi, half a dozen homemade 
hunting knives, two college degrees, 
a Texas. cowboy belt; two foxhole 
shovels, one baby jeep, sun glasses 
for the Pacific, and one noble 
friend came through with 10 pounds 
of bacon, 

We've had so much company at 
our house in Albuquerqtie that one 
night.
